As Ohio collector who is opposed to the expansion of the scope of NSCA to include 
c!) fining and manufacturing companies that used the ‘company store’ concept states, “it is 
my epinion that while the Executive Committee has gained in unlimited collecting areas 
(ronctury funds), they have lost a precious part of coal collecting: NSCA." 

A California collector states, "! was disappointed when you decided to have all token 
co'leci Hing. There are many organizations devoted to this. We need speciality groups no 
niaiter how small." 

The Executive Committee gave a lot of thought to the change before it was proposed. 
‘+ was found that several members had been studying the concept for as long as a year before 
it was proposed last May. As a result, the decision was unanimous to recommend the revision 
to the By Laws which was voted on and approved in accordance with the provisions for 
co og the By Laws. 

\We definitely respect the right of any member to disagree for this is the only way we 
san hove a successful organization... We, however, sincerely feel that coal collecting will 
noi ..ffer as a result of the change, and that by restricting the scope to mining and manu- 
facturing tokens, NSCA still maintains its identity as a specialty group. It is hoped that 
mere colieciors, particularily in other states, now will be encouraged to join us to make 
NSCA truly a national organization.

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MY EARLY SCRIP COLLECTING EXPERIENCES 
By: A. B. Coleman 


In response to the call for individual stories about how | became a collector or a 
favorite piece or set of scrip, the following is the story of some of my experiences when 
| joined the scrip collecting fraternity. 

Let me say first that I'm a collector because | was a former miner who became dis- 
abled as a result of that type of work. | had an accident while working for the Milburn 
By-Products Coal Co., which resulted in the loss of a leg. 

One of the things | learned quickly, and which | overcame, was that a few collectors 
would take advantage of a newcomer to the hobby. However, most of the people with whom 
| traded have been very fair cand many have bent over backwards to help me out. 

| have twopieces of scrip in my collection which were in a Glen Morrison Coal Co. 
miner's pocket when he was killed in an accident. These | prize highly. Scrip collecting 
is one of the best hobbies in the world, not like U. S. coins where you can't find the 
tood items any more. 

Sometimes | pay a high price for scrip to get a piece or pieces to fill out a set or 
to trade for pieces | need. Recently, | traded an aluminum dollar for six pieces which | 
needed. | wa. able to complete two prized sets with half of the acquired scrip. Then at 
other times good pieces can be gained at no cost at all. For example, | got my Lilly- 
brook dollar from a wall in a man's garage. | also got a New River Company Harvey 
(No. 12) half dollar off of a man's fishing pole. He had been using it for a sinker. ἢ 
was in excellent condition in spite of its former use. 

In some of my other interesting experiences, | got a Sharon $5.00 piece from a man 
who had it on his belt buckle. | also picked up 26 scarce to rare pieces of scrip from a 
woman who saw my ad in a local paper. She wouldn't accept any payment from me even 
after | pleaded for a long time. She just wanted me to have it as a gift. 

One thing | would like to emphasize is that experienced collectors try to give young 
or new collecters good value for whatever he has to trade. We need more members and 
this is one way to get newcomers off on the right track. 

| would like to thank all of the NSCA members who have helped me. In ἃ short time 
| have been able to acquire a fairly large collection and | hope to keep adding to it. 

Also, | would like to report that my favorite set of scrip is that of the Milburn mines 
where | worked for a long time. | would like to complete sets for all of the companies 
with which | was associated. That's a tough order -- but I'll keep trying. 

| would also like to report on a visit Bob Craigo and | made to Sand Branch (near 
Bradley, W.Va.) in order to talk with Roy Sloan, a retired New River Company employee. 
Roy worked for Charley Heermans in the Machine Shop at Mount Hope. Around 1949 
Slean and another employee destroyed some Store No. 15 scrip as ordered by Ed Tutwiler 
of the company office. lt seems that a. young fellow had stolen about 2 half bags full of 
most!y $5.00 and $1.00 pieces and it had been recovered. 

Sloan noted that another employee's roses had been the site for some of the purloined 
tokens as it had been buried in the ground near the flowers. It took Roy three days to 
"blow holes" in each piece of Kilsyth scrip. He also recounted that an armed guard 
watched the destruction of every piece. 

Kilsyth, at this time, changed to use of the "K" punch. Most of the Kilsyth scrip 
is thus dated 1949. A short time later, some of the Wickham scrip was stolen, with the 
result that the "M" punch scrip came into use as replacement. It was Orco - 4, dated 
1949, Reportedly, some of the No. 10, Wickham, scrip was buried at Mabscott by a 
purty of the theft.

MY EARLY SCRIP COLLECTING EXPERIENCES : (Continued) 


Only one, or possibly two, complete sets of the Wickham (No. 10) scrip are known. 
By the way, a welder's torch destroyed the mentioned Kilsyth, No. 15, stolen tokens. @ 
Sloan also noted that some other New River Company scrip was destroyed when it was 
smelted at a Mabscott machine shop. 

During the destruction of the stolen No. 15 (Kilsyth) scrip, Roy was overcome by 
the fumes coming off the scrip. This was probably the reason why more of the New 
River Company wasn't similarly destroyed. Roy didn't know what happened to the earlier ICS 
and Orco scrip used by the subsidiary companies, but observers believe that it was sent 
back to Osborne Register Company for shredding. 

Practically no sets of the ICS and Orco 1 and 2 subsidiary scrip are known. Craigo 
hes sets for only four locations out of sixteen commissaries. 


THE JANITOR'S REPORT... as time and space permits ... Several members have asked for .

Saw Col. Bill Murray of Arkansas at the ANA - TAMS meet 
and he promised to send some articles for SCRIP TALK. He has a regular column in the 
numismatic papers and attended our last meeting in Corbin, Ky.... Don Edkins reports 
that many, many new additions are coming in for the catalog... If you have items that 
cre not in the present book, be sure and send to Don for cataloguing and for foils.... 
President Williams has noted that he has a major goal of getting out the new edition during 
his term of office.... Incidentally, the cost of publishing the TAMS Journal exceeded 

the total membership by $3000.00, thus you can see the expenses involved in publication 
of a bulletin.... The Token and Medal Society received a gift many years ago of stock — 
in The Franklin Mint which provided them with a good financial base.... Incidentally, 
.TAMS now has a special committee to consider possible books for publication with their 
being the publishers or by loaning money to individuals to publish... An Indiana token 
book - an Alaska book - and a book on Nazi tokens and medals are currently under 
consideration.... Too, a book by Arlie Slabaugh on encased coins is also in the works.... 
Several members renewed their dues after the new membership roster was prepared. We 
will try to list these names in a later bulletin....
